If she is a normal young lady, 
she simply has not adjusted to her 
newenvironment.

She has no one to tell her precisely 
what to do at every moment of the 
day. She must spend mostof her day 
with strangers who are just as con- 
fused and bewildered as she is. 
Where should I eat? When should I 
eat? Where and when can I study? 
Will my roommate like me? What 
should I do if she/he doesn’t like 
me? Where can I go to be alone?

Schwartz said that one central 
key is advocacy. He then suggested 
more down payment loan programs 
because the vast majority of people 
seeking to buy homes are young 
people who have trouble coming up 
with the down payment. 

Schwartz also suggested sev- 
eral other programs including land 
donations where tax credits can be 
given to land-owners; more input 
into the health care system; an em- 
ployer-assisted housing program 
where companies could assist em- 
ployees in obtaining housing; an 
alternative system to the welfare 
hotel program where most inhabit- 
ants are forced to live with "drug 
dealers, pushers, pimps, and prosti- 
tutes;” more new information on 
housing programs; as well as more 
and better housing philanthropy.

All these 
are seasoned diplomats who can 
enrich the U.N.

Poussaint said that in 
these times, people revert to their 
survival instincts and hecitednewly- 
confirmed Supreme Court Justice, 
Clarence Thomas as a prime ex- 
ample. 

“When Thomas was under the 
gun, he talked about a “high- -tech 
lynching’ and “uppity Negroes,” 
Poussaint said. 

He explained that Thomas used 
the tactic as a survival tactic be- 
cause he knew it would get arise out 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee 
and the American public. 

Expanding on the topic, he 
pointed out the different ways that 
Thomas is seen as a role model. He

an “accommodating, non-threaten- 
ing” entity while blacks see him as 
someone who has made it because 
he went to college and law school 
and is very well educated. 

Poussaintsaid that Thomas defi- 
nitely is not a role model for inner- 
city youth to look up to because they 
aa epe to him.

“People who 
come out and preach this actually 
demoralize the audience, making 
them feel guilty, and turn off young 
people. 

“It must be presented in a con- 
text to demonstrate that people can 
achieve and it must be-marked by 
success," Poussaint said. 

Using the Cosby Show, where 
he serves as script consultant, as 
another example, Poussaint said that 
itcontainsrole models but it may be. 
better for white people as it gives 
them positive perceptions of black 
people. 

He took the self reliance theme 
a step further explaining that in 
several instances when people in 
authority deal with blacks, they have 
to take a holistic approach rather 
than just focus on a single point. To 
illustrate his point, he cited the in- 
stance of his friend, Art Thomas 
who is the presidentof Central State 
University, a black university in 
Ohio. Poussaint said that Thomas’ 
role goes beyond teacher and ad- 
ministrator — he must teach the 
students survival tactics for the real 
world. 


He said that many of the stu- 
dents attending CSU are first gen- 
eration college students who are 
from inner-cities and virtually know 
nothing about coliege life and de- 
meanor. 

“His task is hard — the students 
feel inferior,” he said. “They’re 
black and poorand it’s hard to instill 
racial pride when their self-image 
problems are social and economic. 

“The combination makes young 
people feel they can’t do it and 
there’s no reward if they try,” he 
said. 

Heexplained that if they try and 
fail, it becomesa very difficult situ- 
ation for them so they just avoid 
trying at all.
